THE NAVAL SITUATION. | 
“eye FIRST LORD'S STATEMENT.. 


in the House of. Commons on, February 
1 ihe First Lord of the. Admiralty, Mr. 
Winston Churchill, roviowed the work of the 
British Navy since the outbreak of War in 
. great detail. As supplementary to the.very 
Pili cabled report which we gave-at the time, 
we now give further extracts from his historic 
speech, fF 
He «nid :—-On the declaration of war we 
swere able to count upon a Fleet of wufticient 
auperiority for all our needs, with «good 
margin for sofety in ‘vital matters, -fully 
mobilized, placed in its war stations, sup, lied 
and equipped with every requirement, down 
to the smallest detail that could be foreseen, 
with reserves of. stamunition and torpedoes 
upto and above the regular standard, with 
ample-suppli i, with adequate 
roservos of stores of all kinds, with comple’ 
- systems of transport and supply, with full 
numbers of trained, officers .and men of al! 
- Tatings, with a large surplus of reserved an 
trained men, with adequate establishments 
. for traihing new. men, with un immense pro- 
gram of new construction, rapidly matur- 
ing, to reinforce the Fleet and replaco casual- 
ties, and with a prearranged system for ac- 
colerating-that-new- constructionwhich 
been found ‘to yield, satisfactory and 
surprising results, (Cheers.) 
MANNING THE FLEET. | 
No more widespread ; delusion existed 
abroad than-that, although wo might build 
ships, we could nover find the men to man 
them,. In somo quarters of this country the 
idea had fostered. that when. mobilization 
took place ships could not be sent fully 
manned to sex. But when mobilization did 
“take place we were able to man—as I told 
’ the House we should bo able to do—every 
ship in the Nuvy fit to end to sea. We wore 
able to man a number of old ships which we 
cid not intend to send to sca, but ~ahich, 
after being repaired and refitted, wore found 
to have the possibility of usefulness in them. 
‘We wero nbleto man, in addition, the power-_ 
ful new vessels building: for foreign nations 
for which no provisions’ had been made, We 
were able to man an enormous. number— 
several score— of armed merchantmen which

portant pat in our arrangements for the 
control of traffic and trade. 
We were able to provide all the men that 
wore necessary for the Hoyal Naval Air 
‘Service, which did not exist three years ago, 
and which is already moking ® nome for 
itself and has become a. considerable and 
formidable body. Oheers) We wore able 
to keop our training schools full to the very 
brim so as to prepare a:continual supply of 
Grafts for the new vossels which are coming 
on in auch ‘groat numbers; and, over am

any of these important interests, to supply 
tho nuclous of instructors and trained men 
to form the cadres ofthe battalions of the

t, men of the Revolutionary and the 

apoleonic wars, would have beon astounded. 
During those two. great wars, which began 
in 1703, and ended after. brief interval-in 
1814, 10,871 British merchant ships were 
captured or sunk by the enemy. Even after 
the decisive battle of Trafalgar, when we 
had the undisputed command of the sea, 50 
far aa it can be tactically and strategically 
attained, the logs of British shipa went on at 
a rata of over 600 ships a year. In 1806, 619 
ships were sunk or coptured—that is the: 
wear after Trafalgar—in 1807, 559 ships ; in- 
1808, 460; in 1800, 671; and in 1610, 619. 
Our total losses on the high seas in the first 
six months of the present war, including all 

: ships other than trawlers. engaged in mine: 

. aweeping, including ull losses by mines and 
vessels scuttled by submarines-—our losses in 
the whole of that period are only 63. 

. THE TASK OF THE NAVY. 

The truth is that steam and telegraphs 
lave enormously inereased, as compared with 
sailing days, the Gleason and efficiency 
of superior sea power.

THE VICTORY OF THE. FALKLAND IBLANDS. 


The strain in the early months of the wal 
has been greatly diminished now ‘by the 
abatentont of distant convoy work and by 
the clearance of the enemy's fag: from the 
seas and oceans. Thera were times. when, 
for instance, the great Australian convoy of 
60 ships was crossing the Indion Qcéans, or 
of 40 ships, with 
its protecting squadrons, was crossing the 
‘Atlantic, or when the regular flow. of large. 
Indian convoys of 40 and 50 ships. sailing in 
company was at it height both ways ; when 
thera. were half-a-dozen, minor oxpeditions 
being carried by the Navy, guarded, landed 
at different points and supplied after. land- 
ing; when there was o powerful German 
cruiser squadron still at large in the Pacific 
or the ‘Adiantic, which had to be watched for 
or waited for in superior force in six or seven’ 
different parts of the world at:once, and 
when all the time, within a few hours’ steam 
of our shores, there was ‘concentrated o 
hostile: fleet. which many: : have ar, 


ie former. ‘times.’ was. ‘little inferior" to 


our. own, When there: was -hardly’.a  re- 
gulny soldier. left at. home, and’ before 
the Territorial Force and the new armies had 
attained -their present high efficiency ond: 
power—there were times “whon- onr: naval 
resources, considerable as they ore “were 
drawn upon to their utmost limit, an when 
we had to uso old battleships to give strength 
to cruiser squadrons, even at the cost of 
their speed, and when we had to face and to 
accept risks with which we did not trouble 
the public and which no one would willingly 
seek an opportunity to share. 


But the victory. at the Falkland Islands 
swept all these difficulties out of'existence 
(cheers): it sot frea a large. force of cruisers 
and battleships :for all purposes; it opened 
‘the way to other operations of great interest. 
It enabled a much stricter. control and more 
constant outlook to be maintained in, home 
waters, and it almost entirely freed the outer 
seas of danger, That was a memorable 
event, the relief and advantage of which will 
only be fully appreciated by those who have 
full knowledge of all that has taken place, 
and will only be fully rer by those 
who not only knew, but felt, what was going 
forward. (Cheers.) ‘ 


THE DOGGER BANK ACTION. 


_ Now I come to the battle-cruiser action on 
the Dogger Bank.

LESSON OF THE. FIGUT. : 

The great merit of Admiral Sir D. Beatty's 
action is that it shows us and the world that 
there ie at present no reagon to assume. that 
ship for ship, gun for gun, and man for man 
we cannot give-a. very good: account-.of 
ourselves...
